I  am  transmitting  my  recommended  recissions  to  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance  for  Fiscal  Year  (FY) 
1994/95  totaling  $9  Million.  This  amount  represents  the  difference  between  my  line  item  veto  ($800,000 
minus  the  $239,570  overridden  by  the  Board  on  August  29)  and  the  $9.6  million  proposed  increase  to  the 
property  transfer  tax  which  I  have  vetoed  today  (File  No.  127-94-5.1). 

On  August  29,  details  to  my  $10.8  Million  proposed  were  transmitted  to  the  Controller.  Since  then,  my 
staff  has  been  working  with  the  Controller  on  identifying  other  resources  that  emerge  as  a  result  of 
updated  budget  information.  The  following  summarizes  my  proposal:
